Drugstore shelves in Europe 
practically empty of baby necessi 
ties; here are some to remember: 
Codliver Haliver or other vitamin- 
ized fish oils; powdered boric acid; 
Q tips, absorbent cotton, a box of 
facial tissues, baby oil, talc, nursing 
bottles, nipples and bottle brush; 
hot water bottle. 


BABY FOODS: Dried whole or 
skim milk comes in 1, 2’ and 5 
pound cans, and every baby needs 
it; pureed fruits, vegetables, soups, 
puddings, etc., in small cans; corn 
syrup, sugar, canned fruit juices; 
lemon juice comes in small cans, 
also in powdered form, (citrus 
fruits are unobtainable), rice, 
dried fruits and vegetables, oil— 
a can of olive oil serves many pur- 
poses. Quick cooking wheat or 
oatmeal, or instant cereal with 
added vitamins are valuable, (re- 
membering the scarcity of fuel for 
cooking). Unheated rooms make a 
diet rich in heat-giving properties 
(carbohyrdates) particularly val- 
uable for everyone in winter. 


If you have nobody to distribute 
baby things, a box made up and sent 
to the director or superintendent of 
the hospital in any city in Europe in 
which you are interested, will be pu‘ 
to good use. Or Lutheran Pastor 
Walther Scholz, Pinnasberg 81, 
Hamburg 4, Germany, chaplain of 
two hospitals there, could be de- 
pended upon to give anything sent to 
him, to the hospitals or the neediest:
